THE GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATING. 


The reported discovery of corundum 
on the fourteenth concession of Carlow 
has aroused great interest in Eastern 
Ontario. Corundum consists of trans- 
lucent or o 4 crystals of alumina, 
and is yellow, brown, pink or bluish in 
color. It is the substance from which 
emery wheels are made, and is inferior 
in only to the other place In 
America in which it is known to occur. 
It is also found in Asia Minor and 
Southern India. It is used in grinding. 

and cutting plate and flint 
glass, jewels and elge tools. The 
startling feature of the discovery is 
that corundum contains the red ruby, 
the blue sapphire. the yellow topaz, as 
well as theamethyst. The Department 
of Mines will investigate the discovery 
at once and then the Government may 
place the mines on the market.

@ired. The thick creamm-laid paper,with 
Meat monogram or emboased address, 
ie to be recommended for ordinary tee, 
It alwaye looks in good taste, which can 
mot be maid of the glaring eccentricitice 
in vivid colored papeterie affected by ao 
maay people nowadays.

THOUSANDS OF LIVES LOST. 


It would be impossible to accurately 
state how many vessels have been 
wrecked on (he shores of Sable Island, 
but they run up in the hundreds, while 
the loss of life‘has bean many thousands 
om that sandy shore of the North At- 
antic. Since the founding of the Hu- 
mane Soviety in 1802 a wreck record bas 
been carefully kept of all the disasters 
that have taken place at that island. 
They now number more than 200 ves 
sels of all sizes. Once a ship is entang- 
led amid the shallows, once stranded 
on the bars, and all is over with the 
hapless craft, whether she be a fine 
man-of-war, stately iron steamer, a 
clipper sailing ship or a humble fisher's 
boat. All meet the same doom—total 
annihllation by the furious breakers 
that sweep along the shores. Hulke 
upon hulks lie strewn on the beaches 
rising like many weird phantoms of the 
past, each suggesting the terrible ordeal 
that the occupants of the ill-fated ves- 
sels went through before they met their 
fate.

In addition to 
this number the Captain had his wife on 
board and his little girl. The lady 
had but two. weeks previous to the 
wreck given birth to a son. AI! had 
gone well until one dark night, when 
the Ocean Traveler was caught in one 
of those terrific Atlantic gales. She 
was swept like a mere piece of drift- 
wood by the angry billows on to her 
door. All on board seemed to be 
aware of their approaching fate, and 
preparations were made toward savin 
their lives, but their efforts, comb 
with the aid of those on shore, proved 
futile. As a last resort the crew took 
refuge in the rigging, the Captain car- | 
rying his sick wife and child up aloft 
white the girl was intrusted: to one of 
the crew.

| depth averaging from three to 
five feet. This moss ig commerdially 
known aa moss litter and is extensive- 
ly used in Europe and the United States 
for bedding horses and cattle. . The 
value of this deposit, of moss will be 
appreciated when it ia known that 
about three or four years ago the 
Griendtsveen Moss Litter Company was 
organized in London and Amsterdam, 
and that for a smaller acreage in Hol- 
land, situated, not in one block but in 
various localities, and with the right 
to cut for shert terms varying from 
five to ten years, and subject to con- 
siderable payments to the commrunes, 
the company paid $1,750,000, upon which 
capital it made the first year, accord- 
ing to ita first annual report, 18 per 
cent. The magnitude of the trade may 
be judged from the fact that the sup- 
ply to London alone amounts to 900 
tons daily. It is not at all unlike- 
ly that before long they will be com- 
peiled to import it from Canada. Com- 
petent experts in the trade whohave 
examined both properties declare . that 
the Welland moss is, in color and as 
an absorbent, superior to the Holland 
moss. 

The Welland Company has already 
made a five-year contract with a 
strong firm, by which it agrees to de- 
liver at the works an average of 22,000 
tons per annum. The Holland moss is 
dried in the open air, and is packed 
by hand, or, rather, by foot labor, 
in large bundles, and requires for sea 
carriage to be wrapped in burlap—a 
+oarse cloth made of hemp. The Wal- 
land moss is handled, dried and packéd 
by machinery, and presumably at a 
much smaller cost. Moreover, the 
coat of rail carriage to the seaboard, 
the cost of burlap, of transporta- 
tion by sea and of storage at the port 
of landing will, it is assumed, make 
competition on this continent with the 
Canadian company impossible. 

AN INTERESTING PROCESS. 

The moss at the Welland works is 
first cut with long knives intosixteen 
inch squares orcubes and is carried on 
trams and tracks from the field to 
long sheds contiguous te che works, 
where it is stored and partially dried. 
From the sheds it is afterwards carried 
on trams to a powerful picker which 
tears it apart and detvers it automa- 
tically into the mouth of the drier— 
& square tube, 100 feet long and 8 feet 
in diameter, filled with moving carriers 
ingeniously arranged one above the 
other, which carry it through the drier 
against a strong blast of hot air blown 
adversely through it. When the moss 


emerges from the other end of the 
drier it is carried automatically to the 

cker, which is a very ingenious and 
Peautiful device invented by Mr. Dick- 
son, tif President of the company, 
an ordinary hay press being first tried, 
but found unsuitable and practically 
useless. Mr. Dickson's press consists 
of fuur carriages or presses _ on 
wheels, all of similar construction, 
strongly made of heavy oak and iron, 
and which run around a circular rail- 
way fourteen feet in diameter. These 
cars, being in fatt one solid structure, 
move together and all stop for a few 
moments and at the same time at each 
quarter section of the circle. 

No. 1 is filled with moss from the 
driér which pours into a hopper situat- 
ed on an upper floor, where a trained 
workman handles and works a power- 
ful iron rod or piston, which packs the 
moss into ihe mould. The carriage 
then moves on, in obedience to a lever 
movement, to the next quarter section 
and stops as before for an  adjust- 
ment of slats which are wee for

RICH DISCOVERIES. 


Cormndaum Found in Hastings County, 
and Gold on Bonanza Creek. 


A valuable discovery of a stone call- 
ed “corundum,” which is akin to em- 
ery, has been made in the Qounty of 
Hastings. This stone is now imported 
from Carolina at a cost of about $80 
per ton. Dr. Dawson, Director of the 
Geological Survey, bas reported the 
portant discovery to Hon. R. W. Scott, 
acting Minister of the Interior. Mr. 
Soott learned that the land upon which 
the discovery was made belonged to the 
Grown lands, and he therefore had it 
withdrawn from settlement. It is 
eaid that there are other veins of the 
game stone extending beyond the 
Crown lands which will make the own- 
ers wealthy. Mr. Scott was notified 
ef another discovery in the Yukon dia- 
trict. Mr. Ogilvie of the Geological 
Survey, who is there at present looking 
into the delimitation of the boundary 
between Canada and the United States, 
writes to the Minister from Fort Cud- 
aby, which it is well known is within 
Canadian territory. Ogilvie re- 
ports large discoveries of gold on_Bon- 
anza Creek, a branch of the River 
Klondike, shown on the map as Deer 
River, which joins the Yukon above 
Fort Reliance, about 100 miles east of 
the Canadian boundary.

NEW BRITISH CRUISERS. 


Impretemenrs om the Niehbe and Talbot 
Types New Being Bailt. 


The Diadem, whose launch has been 
briefly noted in the cable despatches, 
is one of four vessels commonly known 
aa the Niobe or Andromeda type, from 
which Great Britain hopes for good re- 
sults. They are protected cruisers of 
11,000 tons. 

But the Admiralty has recently or- 
dered a second quartet of improved 
Niobes, namely, the Argonaut, of J. & 
G. Thomson, Clydebank; the Ariadne, 
of the Fairfield Company, Glasgow ; the 
Amphitrite, of the Naval Construction 
and Armaments Company, Barrow-in- 
Furness; the Spartiate, to be built at 
some Government dockyard, with Maud- 
slay Sons & Field's engines. They are 
to have a length of 435 feet, a bean 
of 69, and a moulded depth of 39 3-4, 
with a displacement of 11,000 tons at 
25 1-4 feet draught. 

These ships are to have a forecastle 
and a boat deck, but no poop. They 
will carry sixteen 6-inch rapid-fire guns, 
twelve heavy 12-pounders, and two 
lighter ones, three 3-pounders, eight 
Maxims, and three torpedo tubes, of 
which the one at the stern is above 
water. The entire armament, it will 
be observed, consists of rapid-fire guns. 
The protective deck is four inches thick 
Hk _ maximum, and has a rise of ten 
eet. : 

ihe chief difference between the Dia- 
dem, just launched, and the four new 
vessels, appears to be in the machinery. 
The latter are to have two sets of four- 
cylinder, triple-expansion engines, two 
of the cylinder diameters being 34 inches 
and 55 1-2 inches and two 64 inches 
each, with a common 48inch stroke. In 
order to economize space, instead of hav- 
ing the high-pressure cylinder forward, 
the intermediate next, and the two low- 

reassure aft, it is proposed to put a 
ow-pressure. cylinder at each end. The 
engines will run at 120 revolutions in- 
stead of 110, as in the Diadem, and 1%,- 
000 indicated horse-power will be pro- 
duced, instead of 16,500, although the 
speed is only expected to be increased 
from 20 1-4 to 20 3-4 knots. The Belle- 
ville boilers will also be modified a lit- 
tle, with a view to improved circulation 
and to economy in use. 

With so many rapid-fire guns the 
weight of metal which the new British 
cruisers can throw within a given time 
is undoubtedly great, yet the armament 
contains no guns above the 6-inch cal- 
ibre. 

It may be added that three new crui- 
sers of what is known as the improved 
Talbot type are, according to a recent 
decision of the Admiralty, to be built 
at Portsmouth, Devonport, and Chat- 
m. They are to be feet long. or 
10 feet longer than the Talbot, 54 feet 
in breadth, and of about 6,000 tons ir 
displacement. The aim will be to give 
them greater yee a better nage 
and larger coal carrying capacity than 
the Talbot has. They will have the 
Belleville boilers, and are to develop 10,- 
000 horse power, with 20 knots ; 
The new vessels are, however, accord- 
ing to the present pr ne, to bave

“THE FAMINE IN IRELAND. 


Se cemasieitidall 
Great Pistress PFrevailieg-The Gevere. 
wernt Beld te be Misied By Pater Be 
perts Ald Urgentiy terded. 

A despatch from London, saysi—With 
pertinagious periodicity the Irish ques 
tioh springs up again at tidings of the 
regwariy recurring famine in Ire 
land, There can be no doubt as to 
the authenticity of the reports about 
the famine. leak are the Irish ten- 
ant’s protpecta, and  deaperate his 
straita. The correspomdent of the 
Radical, and the Hame Rule Mancheat- 
er Guardian declares that no such ap- 
palling prospect bas presented itself 
during the present generation. Con- 
curring reports show that the prolong- 
ed and continuous rains of the au- 
tumn have ruined the crops from north 
to south The rich lowlands have 
been flawied for weeks at a time when 
the harvests ought to have been pro- 
ceeding. Stacked corn and haystacks 
bare been submerged, and potatoes are 
rotting in the fields. In the poorer 
bill-landsa the small farmer and cotter 
population are again face to face with 
one of those failures of the potato crop 
which has too often brought the ut- 
mast borrors of starvation and’ dis- 
ease among therm. 

Up to the present, the Government 
is doing nothing. The Irish Secre- 
tary’s tour in the west and north-weat 
occurred before the bad weather set in, 
and at a time when little could be pre- 
dicted of the harvests. Simce then he 
has obtained reports from official 
sources—from landlord sources—which 
can only be described as misleading. 
The farmers on many of the large’ es- 
tates have apprised their landlords 
agents that no rent can be paid this 
year, because no rent has been earned. 
3ut the fandiords, under the Land 
Act, aré applying for ejectment de- 
crees by the thousands, and an evie- 
tion campaign such as hes rarely been 
witnessed even in Ireland is now in 
progress in many districts, As soon 
as the rigours of winter set in the de- 
mand for relief will be clamorous, 


DIPHTHERIA PREVALENT. 


Umasmal Nomber of Cases During the Sam 
mer Months The O@uibreak ta Maskoka 
Caused by Shantymen from Gilmeur’s 
Launiber Camp. 


A number of cases of diphtheria are 
reported from several districts in the 
province, The monthly returns of 
deaths for October show the disease to 
have been more prevalent than it has 
hitherto been during the summer 
months. Enquiryinthe districts where 
& number of deaths have occurred 
elicited the information that the local 
authorities have either not been in- 
formed of first cases, or that the char- 
acter the disease, owing to the 
mildness of the attacks, caused ita na- 
ture to be overlooked. Here and there 


enquiry bas revealed the fact that 
Municipal Councils from motives of 
economy, have neglected to appoint a 
Health Officer, and further, that in 
some cases the duties of these officers, 
like their pay, is mostly nominal. The 
spread of the infection in almost every 
instance is due to lack of isolation of 
first cases, and through members of 
the family attending the patients. 

ig eel og A contagious nature of 
the disease is some instances nota- 
bly Ulustrated. In two cases of sick- 
hess sent out from Gilmour's lumber 
camp, near Dorset, Muskoka, one of 
the men was reported to be suffering 
from gquingy, and went out from 
camp with one of the men who 
had cut his foot. The two men 2 
together og of the way, and it is stat- 
ed that the man whose foot was cut 
drank from the same cup of milk as the 
man who was supposed to be suffering 
from quinsy. They made several stops 
before they reached the hospital at 
Huntsville, 80 miles distant from the 
camp. On their arrival there it was 
found that the sufferer from qui 
had 6 very virulent type of diphtheria, 
and that his fellow-traveller was also 
sick. A child of the latter, whose home 
is at Dorset, has simce died from the 
disease, and a number of other cases in 
the district have also arisen out of this 
outbreak. 

In view of these facts, and the only 
too apparent necessity for sanitary con- 
trol and medical attendance on the 
sick in the large lumber campa, since 
the latter are commonly situated in 
unorganized townships, the Provincia! 
Health Department are anxious to have 
some regulation put in force wherel 
the owners of large lumber camps will 
be compelled to employ a qualified 
medical practitioner. As things now

A BOILER BURSTS AND WRECKS A 
BUILDING.

A Teremte Rustaes: Monee Reatard — Three 
Mem Injured. Ter Crack Was Heard fer 
Blerks~Caase ef the Ri ptosion Has Sot 
Reem Atrertained, 


A despatch from Toronto saya:~An 
explosion like unto the crack of doom 
for magnitude, but scarcely an disae 
trous, occurred at half-past elgbt o'clock 
on Friday morning in the boiler-room 
ofthe manufactory of roofing materials 
comiucted by the Paterson Manufac- 
turing Company, at Front street east, 
corner of Parliament atreet. The 
Premises contain a boiler and four 
large stills used for refinin x piteh, and 
the theory is advanced that the ex- 
Peosion was the result of a generation of 
gases in the pipes from the etilia which 
convey the olls extracted from the 
bo ing tar to another part of the 
building. The fireman believed that 
the real trouble occurred in the cooler, 
and it ie predicted that unless the pitch 
aod ammonia works are removed to 
sone other place there will yet be an 
explosion that will carry all the em- 
p-oyes beyond the range of telephones 
or shotguns, 

As it wae three of the empoyes we're 
injared, namely, Joseph Lancaster, 
Henry Adams, Robert Chariton. Two 
other young men who were in the 
building escaped unhurt. vis., Joseph 
Lancaster, Jr, and Jack Young. 

Mr. Lancaster, sr., when taken from 
the ruins was found to be badly 
scalded and burned about the head 
aod arms. He was conveyed to his 
home, which was near by, and is attend- 
ed by Dr. j ’ 
Henry Adama was the most in jared 
of the three men. When recovered 
from the debris he was carried into 
the ammonia works, where his wounds 
were partially dreased before he was 
taken tothe General hospital. He was 
badly and painfully burned’ about the 

d and hands, and could only be re- 
moved with the greatest care. 

_ Robert Chariton, the third man, was 
first taken to Lee's drug store, on 
King street, where he was found to be 
severely scalded. He also waa taken 
to the hospital in the ambulance.

The total 
area shows an increase of 44,541 
eres oyer the previous year, while 
the acreage of cleared land bas in- 
@reased by 134,382. The arca of 
‘wood land is slightly less than in 
_ the preceding year, but there are 
_ 67,746 acres less of swamp and 
Marsh land. There is also a con- 
tinued decrease in nonresident land. 
- ‘The Lake Ontario group still shows 
the highest ratio of cleared land.

Whereas, by an Act of the Legislature of the 
Province of Ontario made and passed in the 
thirty-sixth year of the Reign of Her Majeaty 
Queen Victoria, chapter 43, section 442, an Act 
respect Municipal Institations in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario.

under the roof of the Elgin atreet store- 
house addition, where it first started, 
and notwithstanding a persistent fight 
for upwards of an hour and a half. the 
flames finally spread to the main front 
building, and before 12 o'clock the 
block, together with the two smaller 
buildings on Durham street were a 
smouldering heap of ruins. 

Only one tenant, Arthur Heyworth, 
was liying in the main building, and 
the fire apparently started from the 
chimney or stoye pipes in hia apart- 
ments. His goods were saved. In one 
of the smaller buildings on Durha 
street was Mikulski & Cox’s harness 
shop; the stock and tools of which were 
unceremoniously hustled out when it 
was seen that the building could not be 
saved. The other building, so long 
occupied by Mr. Morrice’s shoe shop 
and photo gallery, was used downstairs 
by C. Wellington as a paint shop, while 
the upstairs was used as a practice 
room by the I, 0. 0. F. band. The ad- 
joining dwelling on the same property. 
occupied by Mrs. Baptiste, was saved. 
as were also the barns and stables. 

The burned buildings were owned by 
Mr. A. B. Ross, and were the oldest 
business places in the village. Years 
ago the tirm of Sydmer Rosas & Co. 
in this.store carried on the most exten- 
sive wholesale and retail business in 
North Hastings. For some years past, 
owing to the trend of more modern 
business blocks further *‘ up street,” 
the store has been unoccupied, except 
temporarily, | Mr. Ross was absent 
from the villdge when the fire took 
place, and is still away,so that we have 
no definite particulars except that there 
was an insurance of $1050 on the build- 
ings. Mikulski & Cox carried $500 in- 
surance on their stock and tools, and 
they have already effected a satisfac- 
tory settlement with the Commercial 
Union Co. through their inspector. Mr. 
Palen, of Belleville. Mrs. Baptiste 
was similarly fortunate with the same 
company, although her damage was 
slight. As at past fires, many of our 
citizens and members of the fire com- 
pany deserve unstinted praise for un- 
flinching work during the whole even- 
ing, while scores of able-bodied men 
who blockaded the sidewalks with 
their hands in their pockets should 
have had the hose turned on them for 
a few minutes. It is no light work 
either to handle the hose, work around 
a burning building,or ‘man the brakes” 
on our fire engine, but it is neverthe- 
less a duty every citizen owes to the 
village to do what he can in assisting 
to save a neighbor's property from des- 
truction on such an occasion, At one 
time it was noticed that three of our 
local ministers were working on the 
‘* brakes ” at the same time—all honor 
to them. At the same time we might 
again suggest to our council that “it is 
time for a change ”in the matter of 
fire-fighting appliances in this village. 
A steamer and half a dozen well organ- 
ized firemen would have put the fire 
out in fiye minutes ; the loss to the 
village occasioned by this and similar 
fires would soon make up the necessary 
interest on the inyestment in providing 
modern, up-to-date fire protection, 

Meanwhile there is a saying, often 
yerified, that three fires quickly follow 
in succession, Our citizens should look 
to it that the next two are rendered as 
harmless as possible,

A Pointer. 

An amendment to the Municipal Act, 
passed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature, make one or two important 
changes to which attention of municipal 
men should be directed. The new coun- 
cils elected on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary will meet on the following Mon- 
day, instead of two weeks’ intermission 
formerly allowed ; andexisting councils 
will cease to have power to vote money 
for any purpose, pass any by-law or 
enter into any contract or bargain in- 
yolving the payment of money, or ap- 
point any official after the Sist day of 
December. The old council practically 
ceases to have power between the first 
day of the month and the sitting of the 
new body on the second Monday, whfch 
may be as early as the eighth or as late 
as the fourteenth.

Now;a Russian Edison, one Kildische- 
waky; claims to have made a discovery 
that will do away with the effect of 
distance in decreasing the intensity of 
sound transmitted. So confident is M. 
Kildischewsky that his instrument: will 
solve the problem that he has journey-

lantic cables. Already, he says, he 
has talked through the water of the 
River Don, and has found no difficulty 
in hearing plainly at a distance of over 
100 miles.

VERY INTERESTING TRIP.’ 


EXPLORING AN UNKNOWN PORTION 
Or NORTHERN ONTARIO, 
Seed Agriraitvral Land Met With— tater 
tiew With Mr. Alex. Siven, of the 
@etarie Seorvrrament ‘survey — Four 
Nerths Gut ef the Werid. ! 
Mr. Alexander Niven, Ontario Land , 
Surveyor, who bas been in the employ | 
of the Ontario Government for a num. | 
ber of years, has just recurned from a 
four months’ sojourn in « practically 
unknown portion of northern Ontario. | 
The region he was in is that country | 
‘ying between Sudbury and James | 
Bay, and the Purpose of his visit there 
was to run a meridian line from a point 
30 miles from the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad line northward. 
West of Sudbury, four miles on the 
C. P. BR.” he says, “we come to the 
boundary of the districts of Nipissing 
and Algoma. This boundary line has 
Previously been run to a point 30 miles 
north of the railway, and beginning 
at thie point we extended the line 102 
miles farther north, planting wooden 
posta at every mile and irdn posts at 
every three miles. The line was well cut 
out and well blazed throughout its en- 
tire length. We stopped at a point 
about 175 miles from Moose Factory, 
oa James Hay. The object of run- 
ning the line is exploratory, from 
which timber berths and mining lo 
cations can be laid out as may be re- 
quired, and also witha view to obtain- 
ing a knowledge of the country and 
noting where the different formations 
come together or overlie each other. 


A ROUGH COUNTRY. 


“The point of commencement was 
difficult of access. We went by way 
of Wahnapitae Lake, crossing over 
into Vermillion River and so on up 
to Proydfoot’s base line. The water 
was i and it took two weeks to go 
with supp.ies from Wahnapitae. We 
finally reached our point of commence- 
ment, however, and began the work of 
running the meridian line, which, as 
Stated, lies a few milea west of the 
Bist meridian. The country for about 
2 mies is rough, rocky and broken, 
but contains much valuable pine 
timber. It is tributary to the Georgian 
Bay waters. Alter passing this we 
crossed the watershed between the 
Georgian Bay and the Montreal River 
waters, and here for fifteen miles we 
had all our supplies, camp equipage 
and canoes to carry along the line, 
there being no vavilable cance route 
After coming 
within range of the Montreal River 
waters we sent the canoes and all 
heavy stuff with the bulk of the sup- 
plies down the river until we crossed 
it, about fifty miles on the line. After 
crossing the Montreal River at a point 
about iifty miles above Matachewan 
we followed the Hudson Bay route 
between the Matachewan and Matta- 


gami posts, crossing the height of land 
between the Montreal and Abittibi 


Rivers at Little Hawk Lake, where 
there is a mountain of about 700 feet 
over the general level of the coun- 
try. From the height of land to the 
©.ose of the survey, adistance of about 
40 miles, all the supplies and camp 
equipage had generally to be carried 
a.ong the line, there being not much 
water avalable for canoeing. 


GOOD AGRICULTURAL LAND. 


“The line throughout its whole length 
runs generally through a densely” wood- 
ed country, and occasionally cases of 
burnt district or brule were met with, 
but none of recent date. The line was 
finished in a heavily timbered level 
country, the soil of which was ola 
covered with black loam, very muc 
like the land about Portage la Prairie 
in Manitoba. From the top of a tree 
on a amail hill adjacent to the line a 
whole county of this description of 
country could be seen. This is nifi- 
cent agricu.tural land, but there was 
no land along the line fit for agricul- 
tural purposes until we struc the 
height of land. It was sandy and 
Stony except a narrow strip in the 
vailey of the Montreal River. The 
formation of the country is Lauren- 
tian and Huronian, and while we did 
not find any minerals we brought down 
with us quite a number of specimens 
of rock which will be assayed. There

@paces can be made most economical!

tough quality of building paper. The 
bottom of the outer dead-air space is 
to be filed with mineral wool, or saw- 
dust, to a depth of at least six inches 
to prevent the admission or exit of 
air. Where the air can enter or escape 
from the hollow apace in a wall, it

‘The hollow and dead-air spaces on the 

sides of the cold storage room are to 
be continued onthe ceiling, without in- 
terruption at the corners; and each 
thickness of paper used on the sides 
i to be continued on the ceiling and 
under the - t esa of lumber on 
the floor. he floor is to be at least 
two inches thick with two thicknesses 
of oe paper between the top and 
undernea boards or planks of the 
flooring. 


The cooling isto be effected by means 
of cylinders to be filled with ice, or 
ice and salt as shown on the plan, or 
by some other efficient method, tothe 
satisfaction of the Department of Agri- 
cucture. The temperature is to be 
maintained under 36 degrees Fahr. con- 
tinuously. 

The butter maker must keep a record 
of the temperature of the cold stor- 
age room, taken once a day, Forms 
for the keeping of the record will be 
supplied by the Department of Agri- 
culture in duplicate for each month; 
and one copy when filled up is to be 
sent at the end of the month to the 
Agricultural and Dairy Commissioner, 
Ottawa. 

The quantity of butter to be manu- 
factured at the creamery from the Ist 
of April to the lat of ber shall 
not be less than 15,000 Ibs.

Thia held on 
the point of a wire over a flame till it 
swells to several times its natural size, 
and takes light, ia pushed into the lit- 
tle elay bowl, which, with a straight 
stem of bamboo, forms the pipe. Three 
or four powerful draws exhaust the 
charge.
